tition given in and preſented unto His Majeſties High Commiſſioner and the Eſtates of Parliament, by Duncan For. 
bes of Colluden, Humbly ſhewing, That the Petitioners Eſtate being laid waſt, in anne One Thouſand Six Hun- 
dred eighty and Nine, and One thouſand fix huvdred and ninty by the Incurſions and Depredations of the Kings 
Enemies, and by the Forrageing of the Kings Forces: And the Parliament having granted wartand to the Sherrif 
or Sherriſ-Deput of I#ver neſs or Nairn, to take try al and probation thereanent, and Report to the Patliamanr. 
which accordingly was done upon the ſeventeenth and eighteen Days of July. and tenth Day of Offober One thou- 
ninty ons, as the ſaid warrant of Parliament and Reports therewith procuced did teſtiſy. Therefore humbly 
Craving, Thar His Grace and the Eſtates of Parliament would refer his caſe to the tryal of a Quorum of the Committee for privatA hairs 
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and upon their Report to do thereanent as in their Wiſdom ſnould be thought fic, Which perition being upon the Twelvth day of 7a in. 


ſtant read and conſidered in plain Parliament, His Majeſties High Com iſſioner and the Eſtates ot Parliament, have Remitted. and 


hereby Remitt the ſome to the Committee for privat Affairs. to prepare and Report: Which ( ommittee ot privat Affaires, having upon 
the thirteenth Day of Jai inſtant conform to the Remit of Parliament, conveened. and having reviſed and conſidered the Re 


port dated 
the ſeventcenth and eighteenth days of June One thouſand fix hundred and ninty one Years, of the Loſſes and es ſuſtained by 


Duncan Forbes of Collodden, and his Tennentsof Ferrintoſb within the Parochines of U- nh rt and Loggie, through Depredations, 
Theiſts and Robberies committed upon them, by the late Highland Rebels while in Arms, As they were liquidat and proven by Depoſiti- 
ons taken before Ali xander Chiſbolm Sherrif Deput of Inverneſs by warrand and Commiſſion ot Parliament fied to him to that 
effect: As alſo, Another Report of Loſſes ſuſtained by him and his Tennents within the Parochines of [nverne/s, Petty, Deviee, Croy, 
and Wardlaw, done partly by the Rebels, and partly by His Majeſties Regular Forces, Dated the tenth Day of Oc7ober One thouſand 


fix hundred and ninty one, as the ſamen was cognoſced before the ſaid Sherrift Deput upon Oath, they tound, that the value of the ſaids 


Damages ſuſtained by the ſaid Dances Forbes and his Tennets in Ferrintofh, extends to Thirty ſix thouſand tour hundreth and fiſty | 


tout pounds thirteen ſhillings four pennies Scots Money: And that the value of the Damages ſuſtained by him and his Tennents within 
the ſaids Parochines of Inverze/s, Petty, Deviot, Croy, and Wardlaw, Extends to ten thouſand nine bundred ſourty five 6 thir- 
teen ſhilling, four pennies, Inde inall the value of the ſaids whole Damages, Extends to Fourty ſeventhouſand and four hu unds ſix 
ſhillings eight pennies Scots Money foreſaid,andit is the opinion of the Committee, that the ſaid Duwcan Forbes of Coltodden be recom. 
mended to His Majeſties Ro dd Gracious conſideration, for the Reparation of his ſaid Damages, as His Majeſty ſhould think fit, 
And the Report of the ſaid Committy for private Affairs being this day brought in theretrom, and read and conſidered in plain Parliament 
His Majeſties High Commiſlioner, and the Eſtates of Parliament, have approven, and hereby approve the ſame, and Recommended 
and hereby Recommend the Laird of Collodden to His Majeſties Gracious conſideration for the Reparation of his Damages as His Maje: 
ſty ſhould thinł fit.
